$115 for six hours; $135 a day for one- or two-day rides; $120 a day for 
three- to six-day rides; and $99.29 a day for seven or more days. Insurance 
is included, as are 24-hour roadside maintenance, unlimited mileage, 
helmets, protective locks and cables, and saddlebags and windshields. The 
only reguirements for riders are that they be at least 21 years old and 
have a motorcycle license and major credit card for the $500 deposit. So 
far most bookings have come from overseas tourists wanting to ride up and 
down the gulf coast on a motorcycle rather than in a car, Kusler said. 
Others simply want the experience of riding a Harley, or they want to ; 
test-ride a few bikes before deciding to spend $18,000 to $20,000 to buy 
one for themselves. "The typical Harley customer today is a white male in 
his early 40s who makes approximately $70,000 in household income," Chris 
Romoser, a spokesman for Harley-Davidson Motor Co said. "But when you go a 
little deeper, you see that it (the market base) really runs the gamut from 
young to old and male to female." Harley-Davidson has caught wind of the 
rental niche itself and is test-marketing some rental operations in 
southern California. To many people, Romoser said, riding a Harley 
represents a departure from the day-to-day pressures of life. A lot of 
Street Eagle's business comes from booking bike rallies to Daytona, Myrtle 
Beach, S.C., and other locations. Kusler plans to expand that to include 
tours in which riders will be able to pay one price for the bike rental, 
hotel room and dinner on the beach.
